2. lam the Mark A. Emalfarb named as a joint inventor of the above-identified 
application. 

3. I am making this statement in support of an amendment to the above-identified 
application which introduces a reference to a deposit of biological material, a strain of 
Chrysosporium lucknownense having deposit number VKM F-3632D. 

4. In 1996, my coworkers and I generated a mutant strain of Chrysosporium lucknownense, 
which we designated as strain "UV13-6," by exposing spores of Chrysosporium 
lucknownense Garg 27 K (designated as strain "CI") to ultraviolet light. 

5. On September 2, 1998, my coworkers and I deposited said UV13-6 mutant of 
Chrysosporium lucknownense with the All-Russian Collection (VKM), Moscow, where 
it was assigned deposit number VKM F-3632D.
